The Department of Labors price 
record for January shows the general 
price level the highest known probably 
within the present generation, cer- 
ainly since the early eighties, Since | or 
the middle of June last a pronounced 
and continuous upward movement has 
been in progress, and though there 
was a short breathing spell in Decem 
ber, January now shows the highest 
level of all. The Departments index 
number which is based on the obser- 
vation of fluctuation s in 261 commod- 
ities selected for their representative 
character rose to 131.0 in January, 
that is, general prices were 31 per 
cent hig.her in that month than was 
the average for the decade 1890-1899, 
which is taken by the Department as 
the standard of comparison in con- 
structing its number. Compared with 
prices in 1897, the lowest year in the 
past quarter century, prices are now 
at least 46 per cent. higher. ° The 
recent rise is particularly serious 
from the cost of living standpoint in

ment will make such arrangements 
as would secure that the agreement 
be binding on both sides for a rea- 
sonable time. 

The Durham and Cumberland em- 
ployers also accepted the proposals. 
They were rejected however by the 

rthumberland, Scotland and South 

‘ales coal owners, and also by the 
representatives of the smaller dis- 
tricts, Forest of Dean in Gloucester, 
Somerset and Bristol. More than 
sixty per cent. of the coal trade of 
the country accepted the proposals.

It is stated that 
three Chinese have been killed and 
hundreds of. others arrested and im- 
prisoned in that place because they 
celebrated the abdications of the 
Chinese throne. The members of the 
Republican cabinet are most indign- 
ant; They asserted that the Chinose 
in Java are treated-“like wild beasts.” 

Dr. Sun Yat Sen and Yuan Shi Kai 
are co-operating in the revision of 
the constitution. Yuan Shi Kal is 
sending funds to Nanking.

His Royal Highness will spend a 
few days fishing in New Brunswick, 
staying on Lord Strathcona’s estate. 

Early in September the Household 
will start for the West. Details of 
the trip have not been worked out. 
They will leave immediately after the 
Toronto Wxhibition, which the Duke 
of Connaught will open. They will 
make the first ston at Winnipeg, and 
proceed to the Coast, with various 
stops, to Vancouver, Victoria and 
Prince Rupert. Either going or com- 
ing thev will make ‘stops at Saska- 
toon, Edmonton, Regina, Calgary and 
other points of importance.

Edmonton, Alta—A French syndi- 

cate incorporated under the name of 

the Pacific and Peace River Railway 

Development Syndicate is completing 

the organization of a railway com- 

pany capitalized at $5,000,000, this 
capital being subscribed exclusively 
in France. 

The purpose of the company is to 
build a railway from Dunvegan to 
Bellacoola, B.C., the route followed 
being the shortest from Peace River 
to the Pacific. A federal charter was 
granted last year to the ‘syndicate by 
the Dominton Government and gives 
power to tho Pacific and Peace River 
Railway Company to construct and 
operate a railway from Bellacoola on 
Burk Channel, B.C., to a point at or 
near Dunvegan, touching at Fort Fra- 
zer, Stuart Lake, Fort McDonald, and 
passing through the Pine Pass, the to- 
a distance being in all about 480 
miles. 


AVIATION FLEET FOR” BRITAIN 


England ts To Compete With France 
and Germany in Aeroplanes. 

London.—Great Britain contem- 
plates competing with France and 
Germany in building up an aviation 
fleet. It is expected that the forth- 
coming eetimates will contain a lib- 
era] provision for the purchase of 
aeroplanes. Ten have already been 
ordered at.d before summer the army 
will possess from 24 to 30, which will 
be built to meet the requirements of 
the army.

Verse 39 of our tes 
summarizes it vriefly, “He Bey wr

more fully stated in Matt. iv, 23, 
“And Jesus went about all Galilee, 
teaching in their synagogues and 
preaching the gospel of the kingdom 
and healing all manner of sickness 


and all manner of disease among the 


people.” It was predicted by e 
prophets that in the kingdom eo 
blind would see, the deaf hear, the 
dumb sing, the lame leap as a 

and-n> one complcin betause of - 
ness, for iniquity would be forgiven’ 
(Iga. xxxili, 24; xxxv, 6, 6)2) It Was 
also predicted that in the kingdom 
wolves and lambs, leopards and kids, 
calves and lions, cows and bears and 
little children would all live in peace 
together (Isa. xi, 6-9; Izv, 25), No 
one seems to expect these last men- 
tioned things until Jesus shall come 
again, but many are wondering why 
they cannot be healed of all diseases 
even though the kingdom has not 
come. They ask often complainingly, 
“Ig not the tody as well as the soul 
included in the atonement?” Yes; 
the great atonement will reach the 
body. too, and in the resurrection 
these bodies of our humiliation will 
be tashioned like His glorious body, 
but till then we must wait patiently 
in strength or weakness, as He may 
in His infinite love and wisdom 
decide. Some are healed by His hand 
without a physician and some’ by His 
blessing upon the physictan’s skill 
and medicine, while some continue 
in weakness, and many are passing 
out from the mortal body. The truly 
devout soul says under all circum- 
stances, “Even so, Father,” and re- 
Joices in the perfect will of God. 

Our lesson verses 29 to 31 tell of 
His going from the synagogue to the 
home of Simon and Andrew, where 
Simon's wife’s mother lay sick of a 
fever. He took her by the hand, re- 
buked the fever, and immediately she 
was well and ministered to them. 
Compare the ministry of angels in 
verse 13. Think of Samuel as a little 
boy ministering to the Lord (I Sam. 
ill, 1) and let all our service be “unto 
the Lord” and “before the Lord.” 
Possibly more might be healed if He 
saw that they would minister unto 
Him, for He {g seeking in every way 
to bring people unto Himself that He 
may. fill them with His fullness (Bx. 
xix, 4; I Pet. iff, 18). 

Verses 32 to 34 tell of all manner 
of diseased and demon possessed peo- 
ple being brought to Him to be heal- 
ed, and it is written here and in the 
parallel accounts {n Matthew and 
Luke that He laid His hands on every 
one of them and healed them (Luke 
iv, 40): that He cast out the spirits 
with His word and healed all that, 
were sick, that it might be fulfilled 
which was spoke by Isalah the pro- 


phet, saying, “Himself took our ip- 
firmities and bare our sicknesses” 
(Matt. vill, 16, 17: Isa. Wii, 4). If 


they had only received Him as their 
Messiah the Lord would have made 
bare His holy arm jin the éyes of 
all the nations, and all the ends of 
the earth should have seen the sal /a- 
tion of our God (Isa. lil, 10), but he 
cause He is still the despised and re- 
jected one of Israel we continue in 
faith and patience to wait for His re- 


turn. He needs no testimony from 
His adversaries, so He suffered not 
the demons to speak evinw though 
thev satd, “Thou art Christ, the Son 


of God.” 


Lesson verses 25 to 39 tell of His 


early morning praying a great while 
before day, having gone of to a soll- 
tary place. Since He felt the need 
of being away from even these fey 
disciples that TH¥e might the bette 
commune with His Fathers, how cal 
we know much of reali comonnin 
with God inthe constantly busy hf 
that so many lend? It ts true ta 
we can pray to God anywuere and 
any time, but see how Hle went away 
alone, Simon and the others found 
Him and told Him thar pes; 2 were 
looking for Him; then He said: “Let 
us go into the next towns.” “I must 
preacu the kingdom of God to other 
cities also.” We must not forget 
that “the field is the world” and our 
orders are, “Go ye Into al) the world.” 
The four lepers of Samaria showd 
put us to shame with their words: 
“We do not well. This day te a day 
of good tidings, and we hold our 
peace” (II Kings vil, 9). Our lesson 
chapter closes with the record of a 
healed leper who published and blaz- 


ed abroad the fact of his being heal- 
ed so widely that Jesus had to stay 
away from the cities, and the people 
came to Him from every quarter. He 
is still the same Jesus, full of com- 
passion as when He sald to that lep- 
er, “I will, be thou clean,” and as} 
quickly es the leper ‘was healed (im- 
mediately) Just as quickly can a sin- 
ner be saved. Without money and 
without price He gives eternal life 
to all who receive Him. The str y 
thing is that those who profess” 

have been gaved by Him have not the — 
zeal of this Jeper nor gratitude @n+ — 
ough to tell others the glad tidings, —
